There was'friendly smile as the de- 
fendant took his place and began to 
write hurriedly on a 
pad of paper. 


There was only a thin fringe of spec- 
tators in the rail when Justice Fitz- 
gerald called the court to order. Only 
newspaper men

favored ones 


passed the solid wall- of officers at 
the door. 
Crowds of curious were 


turned back. 


None of the counsel for the state 


was in court when Justice Fitzgerald 
took his seat and: there was a long 
delay which served to increase the 
nervousness of all concerned. Harry 
Thaw scratched busily on the paper 
in front of him and looked neither to 
the right nor the left. 


Dr. C. H. Wiley of Pittsburg, one 


of the Thaw family physicians, was 
the first witness called. 


fir.'Wiley testified that he was a 


specialist on insanity ;n the Dixmon't 
insane, asylum. in; Pennsylvania. 


"What happened in 1905 in con- 


nection with Thaw? There was some 
occurrence'was there not?" inquired 
Attorney Gleason. 


"lu 1905 I was a passenger on.the 


Fiftieth avenue surface 
line 
when 


Thaw entered the car. It was in the 
evening. Thaw without any apparent 
reason1 yanked the blind of the win- 
dow down. 
The conductor pulled it 


up. 
His action created a furore u: 


the car." 


"What was his manner?" inquired 


Gleason. 


"It was vague, 
semi-defiant 
and 


impertinent," replied Dr. Wiley. 


"Was it an irrational or rational 


act?" . 


"I should say it was not." 
Lawyer Gleason 
formed 
a hypo- 


thetical question embodying 
Thaw's 


acts just previous to the shooting and 
his manner and remarks 
after the 


killing, and asked Dr. Wiley if in his 
opinion the man who committed such 
an act was sane or insane. 


• "My opinion is that the man in the 
street car—'.' 


"I object," shouted District Attor- 


' ney e Jerome, and 
then everybody 


•' knew that the battle of the alienists 
was begun. 


The doctor finally answered that in 


his opinion the man who had acted 
as Thaw had done after the shooting 
of Stanford. White was undoubtedly 
insane.. 


"If you knew that there, was hered- 


itary insanity in the family would it 
aid you in this conclusion?" 
asked 


Gleason. 


'•I think it would." 
District Attorney Jerome was per- 


mitted to take uj) the cross examina- 
tion of the witness. 


";You do not know what the law.-? 


in this state provide in the excuse for 
crime by insane persons?" asked Je- 
loine. 


"I cannot say that I do." 
District Attorney 
Jerome 
forced 


the witness to admit that 
he had 


formed his opinion on the hypotheti- 
cal question from what he had been 
told of the facts in the case and what 
he had observed on the car in Pitts- 
burg in 1905. 


"Now as an expert," began Jerome 


but Dr. Wiley interrupted him, say-

' "I do not know that I am an ex- 
pert." 


"Do you mean to say that you are 


not an expert?" asked Jerome.

doctor's answer. 


Mr. Gleason then arose and asked 


his witness if he thought that Thaw 
knew at the time of the shooting that 
his act was wrongful 
and that he 


knew its nature? 


"He did not," replied Dr. Wiley. 
The prosecutor taking up the re- 


cross examination made it clear that 
Dr. Wiley had formed his answer to 
the hypothetical question from three 
things—first, 
what he had seen in 


the street car; second, what he had 
heard of the case, and third, what he 
could fairly assume from tho ques- 
tion itself. 


"Now I move to strike the answer 


of the witness to the 
hypothetical' 


question from the records," said Je- 
rome. - "The court or appeals has 
iield that experts in answering hypo- 
thetical .questions . must base their 
answers entirely on the facts assumed 
in the 
hypothetical 
question 
and 


nothing else." 


Justice Fitzgerald, despite the ob- 


jection from Thaw's counsel, directed 
the answer to, Se stricken rrom toe 
the record. 


Lawyer Gleason 
went back to f»i» 


hypothetical 
question 
again 
and 


sought to obtain an answer strictly in 
accord with the rules of evidence. 


Thaw's counsel read the long ques- 


tion and directing 
the 
witness to 


draw his conclusions from the facts 
contained in the hypothetical 
ques- 


tion,, asked him again if he thought 
tile act was that of an insane man. 


"Yes, sir," replied Dr. Wiley. .' 
Again -District 
Attorney 
Jerome 


went at the witness, asking him what 
he believed. 


"I think he was suffering from a 


delusion," replied the doctor. 


"What was the nature or the de- 


lusion?" 


"There were impressions reached 


by 40 conclusions," replied Wiley. 


"Now do you know anything about 


Christian Science?" asked the prose- 
cutor.

'I have some friends who believe 


in it," was the answer. 


"Do you believe them insane?" 
"No." 
Then for several minutes the pros- 


ecutor and 
the 
witness 
wrestled 


with the medical difference between 
pathological conditions and pervert- 
ed functions. 


Continuing the cross examination 


of Dr. Wiley Jerome asked what ele- 
ment of insanity he could find in a 
man shooting another, then walking 
away and

started to qualify his answer, but was 
cut off. 
Jerome kept up his attacks 


and drove Wiley finally to admit that

When the rescuing party enter«4 


the mine, the bodies of six foreigners 
and one American were found at a dis- 
tance of 100 feet from the shaft. Be- 
fore further progress could be made, 
a deadly -wave or poisonous fumes en- 
veloped the rescuing party, which waf 
composed of General Manager-Ott, D. 
M. Boyd, superintendent Henry mine;. 
Daniel Jones, mine boss; Arthur Stew- 
ard and John Jenkins. Before the res- 
cuing party could reach the surface, 
Jones, the mine boss, died from suffo- 
cation. 


Efforts are being made to eater th« 


mine again, but without success. Th» 
air fans were demolished by the ex- 
plosion and the mine is full of danger- 
ous afterdamp. There is no possiblo 
hope that the men still in the mine 
are alive. While the exact number ot 
entombed men is not known at this 
time, the number is estimated at about 
39, and it is thouebt probable that 
there might te more.

Owing to the dangerous afterdamp 


and the lack of ventilation, it was al- 
most certain death for the rescuing 
party to enter the drift, and several 
of these were brought out almost 
dead. When it is known that it la 
nearly a mile from the entrance to* 
the heading of the drift, the dangerous 
condition can be realized. The bodies 
so far brought out were the first 
found. It is supposed that those far- 
ther from the entrance are burned and 
mangled. Nearly all were Italians; 
Hungarians and Polanders. One bf 
the bodies recovered was an Ameri- 
can.

it is not said, 


"Thou shalt not kill thy neighbor," 
which qualifying phrase is employed 
Jn some of the other commandments— 
as, for instance, "Thou slialt not boar 
false witness aguin^t they neighbor;" 
"Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's 
house." The prohibition to kill is there- 
fore absolute. It forbids the taking of 
human life, whether by suicide or 
homicide. 


There 
is 
another 
commandment 


which says, "Thou shalt 
love thy 


neighbor as thyself." 
Now, the love 


which we owe to our neighbor forbids 
us to slay him, and therefore the love 
•which v.-e owe to our^ehts forbids us 
to compass our own death. If the law 
allowed us to kill ourselves, while for- 
bidding us to kill our neighbor, our 
love for our neighbor would not be 
equal, but superior, to our love for our- 
selves 


Nay, I hold that suicide is n more re- 


volting sin than the killing of another. 
The closer the ties of r"lation«hip be- 
tween the murderer snul his victim the 
more atrocious is the crime. 
In the 


estimation of mankind, a parricide, or 
matricide, or fratricide, or uxoricido, is 
a inorf sho' icing criminal than an ordi- 
nary homlci'io.

IN SIMPLICITY 


New Treaty With San Domingo Differs 


From the Old. 


- Washington, Feb. 5.—According to 
the understanding of the state depart- 
ment, a new treaty between Santo Do- 
mingp and the United States was 
sign«d at the Dominican capital by 
President Cacares and Minister Daw- 
son. This convention is intended to 
replace the Dominican treaty pending 
before the United States senate for 
two years, and it is hoped by the offi- 
cials that the text can be received in 
Washington in season for action at 
the present session of congress. 
The 


new convention differs from the orig- 
inal treatj" in its simplicity, particular- 
ly in the substituting of bonus deliv- 
ered to the intsrnational creditors of 
Dominica instead of requiring them to 
await the periodic payment of small 
installments of their money from tha 
customs receipts of the island.

Her Shipyards and Naval Arsenals 


Turning Out Men-of-war and Equip- 
ment With Feverish Haste—No For- 
eigners Employed — World Has N* 
Idea of Increase 
Being Made In 


Fighting Strength. 
In view of the report that war with 


Japan is threatened over the exclusion 
of Japanese children from the San 
Francisco schools the following article 
is of timely interest: 


An English engineer, while stopping 


in New York on his way from Tokyo 
to London and who for the last three 
years has enjoyed peculiar opportuni- 
ties for observation by virtue of his 
business relations with the Japanese 
war office, recently gave to a reporter 
of the New York Sun some facts con- 
cerning Japan's reserve war strength 
in terms of arsenal aud shipyard pro- 
duction. 


Since the war, he said, the war office 


in Tokyo has been as chary of admit- 
ting foreigners to knowledge of what 
was being done in the manufacture of 
war material as it was during the 
struggle. Outside of possible informa- 
tion gathered by the secret agents of 
the European war offices, the world at 
large has no conception of the high 
pressure work that is going on in all 
the war factories of Japan, nor is any- 
thing known of the facilities these fac- 
tories possess for scientific production 
of instruments of war. 


Japan has two military arsenals em- 


ploying approximately 50,000 work- 
men. These arsenals have extra night 
shifts, and af times they are ruu week 
in and week out continuously. 
The 


empire operates four shipyards and 
naval arsenals. In two of them bat- 
tleships hare been built and are no-re- 
building. Aside from these there are 
government steel works for the pro- 
duction of armor plate and material 
for big guns, a government powder 
factory and two auxiliary private ship- 
yards and drydocks capable of being 
used for war purposes within twenty- 
four hours. 


This in the mass is the potential war 


equipment of Japan. Throughout all of 
the works there is at present not one 
foreigner, either teacher or workman. 
The gates are closed to every Japanese 
who is not in the employ of the govern- 
ment. The navy yards at Kure, on the 
inland sea, are the largest and best 
equipped in Japan. There are between 
85,000 and 90,000 machinists, artisans 
and laborers living there. 
Admiral 


Yamaguchi Is commander of the Kure 
naval station. At Kure there are four 
drydoeks capable of receiving a battle- 
ship of the first class, a complete ship- 
building plant and a naval arsenal for 
the manufacture of big guns. The dry- 
docks are of the latest pattern, equip- 
ped with pumps of the largest capacity 
and cement lined throughout. 
It is 


here that several of the captured Rus- 
sian ships which were raised at Port 
Arthur have been completely recon- 
structed and placed in commission. 


The Kure shipbuilding plant is fitted 


almost entirely with Bullish machin- 
ery. The keel of a battleship can be 
laid down at Kure and the whole ves- 
sel built with no importation either of 
machinery or of armament. Up to a 
recent time the Kure yards had been 
supplied with armor piate from Eng- 
land and American mills. Recently 
with the erection of the Imperial Steel 
works, ten miles outside of Moji on 
the west coast of the island of Kiushiu, 
and of an armoB plate plant at Kure 
the Japanese shipbuilders have not had 
to rely on foreign made armor plate, 
but import only the unfinished steel 
and make their own forging?. Since 
the signing of the treaty with Great 
Britain the steel for Japanese battle- 
ships has been bought almost entirely 
in English markets. 


At the present time a sister ship 


of the battleship Satsuma, recently 
launched at the Yokosuka naval yards, 
which is larger than the Dreadnought, 
is under course of construction in the 
Kure shipyards. 
AA'hila the vessel is 


under way her armament is being 
forged in the gun factory adjacent. 
The Kure naval arsenal, employing 
over 3,000 men, makes guns of ail 
sizes from three inches to twelve. The 
guus are of the English pattern, aud 
the machinery for their production is 
English. 


Besides big guns for the navy the 


Kure arsenals will soon be ready to 
turn out heavy rifles and disappearing 
guns for land fortifications. A special 
plant, installed within the year past, 
has already been at work on fortifica- 
tion artillery of lower calibers. 
Aii 


the guns of this type already mounted 
»n the Japanese coast batteries have 
been of English manufacture. 


Yokosuka naval yards, next in size, 


are situated on Yokohama bay, about 
fifteen miles from the city of Yoko- 
hama. The Yokosuka yards comprise 
a shipbuilding plant, three flrjdocks, 
machine and repairing shops and a 
torpedo factory, the only one in Japan. 
The whoie yards cover about 150 acres, 
and about 7,500 men are employed in 
the various departments. 


In speaking of naval construction >n 


Japan the informant \\ns careful to 
explain that at the present fine the 
naval engineers at Tokyo are prepar- 
ing absolutely unaided all the plans 
and specifications for the forthcoming 
home built navy. The torpedo factory 
connected with the Yokosuka naval 
yard manufactures all the toipedoes

tensive plant already ordered can be 
put in operation. 
The largest military 


arsenal in Japan is at Tokyo. Here 
there is a complete plant for the man- 
ufacture of small arms, field artillery, 
cavalry equipment and cartridges. 


The shell works at Tokyo have a 


daily capacity of 600 three-inch shells 
for field pieces with fust>s complete. A 
fuse works, with a daily capacity of 
1,100 fuses for sheik of from three 
inches to twelve inches is now work- 
ing in conjunction with the Tokyo ar- 
senal. 


The cartridge works operated in con- 


junction with the arms manufactory 
at Tokyo supplies the entire Japanese 
army. The powder u«o;l is of Japanese 
manufacture. 
The Slutnose powder 


charge for shells, the secret of which 
the Japanese have been able to keep 
to themselves, is a product of the Uji- 
ma works. 


The Osaka military arsenal, situated 


on the sea above Kobe, is well equip- 
ped for the manufacture of guns up 
to the three inch size. 


The great siege guns used by the 


Japanese at Port Arthur were the 
product of the Osaka sun works. 


It is evident that Japan is Intent up- 


on making herself independent of the 
world in the construction and equip- 
ment of her naval forces. In conclud- 
ing the English engineer said: 


"I believe that the people outside of 


Japan do not realize how tremendous 
is the activity of the government in 
putting the nation in a position of 
secure armed defense 
Nor is it gen- 


erally known that even with the tre- 
mendous expense incurred by the war 
weighing her down Japan as a possible 
opponent is today no minus quantity "
